Davies had previously been 
engaged in this position, but 
had found it impossible to con- 
tinue at that time. 

A motion was made and 
carried that the Town rent the 
old hydro and quarrry property 
at the east end of town to 
Authur Carter in order that he 
might carry on his construction 
business. He has previously 
been operating in a residential 
zone, contrary to twon by-laws

U. S. EXPERIMENT TURNS 
SEWAGE INTO STOCK FEED | 

The move to use sewage or | 
form by-products as a source of | 
feeding materials is gaining grou- 
nd. In Dallas, Texas, the City 
Water Utilities director is examin- 
ing methods of turning the city's | 
sewage into livestock feed. | 

Using a process developed in | 
New Jersey, which has made 
what it calls "the first break-thr- | 
ough in making something use-ful | 
from human wastes," the city hope 
to turn biological wastes into a 
molasses-like animal feed ingred- 
ient. 

The product, to be produced 
through a treatment of heat and 
sulphur dioxide - itself a source 
of air pollution - would be sold 
at a cost high enough to pay for 
the process and to show a profit.

On January 1, 1972, hospital and medical insurance premium payments will be 
abolished for all residents of Ontario 65 years of age and over. This is in keeping 


with recently announced Ontario Government policy. 


This policy will apply to the age of the certificate holder and will include 


coverage for eligible dependents. Premium-free coverage becomes effective on the 


first of the month during which a resident becomes 65 


HOW IT WILL WORK 


Under the new plan combined coverage will be continued under the resident's 


present Ontario Hospital Insurance number. The OHSIP billing system will be 


discontinued. All residents 65 or over who remit Ontario Hospital Insurance 


premiums on a pay-direct basis will be requested to complete a premium exemp- 


tion application. 
As the insurance records do not identify those who will be eligible for premium- 


free coverage, the application, when received, should be completed by those 65 


and over and returned as soon as possible in the envelope which will be provided 
If you qualify and have already paid premiums to cover benefits after January 


1, 1972, a refund will be made for the Over-payment. 


Unfortunately, until exemption applications are processed we cannot avoid 


routine mailing of normal premium notices. However, residents 65 or over should 
not be concerned. If the notice applies entirely to coverage in 1972, please hold it 


until the application for free coverage is received.

Persons enrolled in groups will be reported to us by the group and transferred 


to our “Premium Exemption’ file. 
Groups will be fully informed about this in the near future.

The Quinte Scanner 
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Landscape Protection 


The following is a conden- 
sation of an address given by 
the Hon. Leo Bernier, Minister 
of Mines and Northern Affairs, 
to the Hamilton Rotary Club 
on August 26th, 1971. In it, 
he explains the new and con- 
troversial Pits and Quarries 
Act. 


We now know that for 
too many years we have thought 
of nature as a force to be over- 
come, to be conquered, or to be 
made merely the servant of man. 

We know now that to survive 
on this planet we must work out 
new rules--rules that will place 
mon in co-operation with nature 

Governments throughout 
North America have for the past 
several years embarked on major | 
environmental studies and as a | 
result of these investigations, | 
important legislation will begin | 
to be apparent. As we gain 
experience we will find new | 
problems and new areas where 


governments will be required 
to move. 

One of the very encouraging 
aspects of our growing realiza- 
tion of the need for environ- 
mental controls has been the 


emergence of citizen and rate- 
Payer groups who have singled 
out environment for special 
attention. Probably the best 
known group of concemed citi- 
zens in Ontario is Pollution 
Probe and | would like to con- 
gratulate them on the efforts 
they have been making through 
out Ontario informing both the 
public and governments alike. 

It it hod not beenfor an-. 
aroused and concerned public 
opinion. | doubt that the Goy- 
ernment would have been able 
to go as far as it has in this past 
year in bringing into force far 
reaching legislation which we 
feel will go a long way toward 
restoring a balanced ecosystem 
to future generation s of Ont- 
orians. | 

One of these bills of course ,| 
is the Pits and Quarries Act. | 
Its focus of interest is th e pre- 
servation of the landscape and 
the management of oggregate | 
resources as well, throughout | 
the Province. 


It has been controversial | 
legislation since it was first pro- 
posed. Some have pressed the 
Government saying it was taking} 
too long in bringing it forth. | 
Others said the Government was 
moving too quickly. 

Within a few weeks the Act 
will be proclaimed. The regul- 
ations that will accompany it are! 
currently in final drafting pro- 
cess. 

What will it do? 

Fist, the regulations will 
designate where in Ontario, and 
in what manner, oggregate pro- 
duction shall take place. 


Second, the Act will recog 
nize for the First time in law.

their official plans. 


But any municipality, whe- 
ther it is within the designated 
areas to be announced when the 
Acte is proclaimed or elsewhere 
in Ontario, can call upon my 
Department for assistance. 

This study will provide a 
Province-wide inventory of sand 
ond gravel deposits, and other 
minerals as well. 

This will enable us to have 
at readiness the information we 
will need to ensure an odequate 
supply of aggregate materials 
for all major urban areas of the 
Province.

This will also help us to de- 


termine what areas of the Pro- 
vince may be inappropriate 

for aggregate development and 
which areas may be most suited 
to this industry. 

In this respect the Act bears 
out the precedent the Govern- 
ment set when it announced that 
mining operaations would not be 
permitted in provincial parks 
or wilderness areas. 

Just becuase a resource 
exists, is not sufficient justi- 
fication by itself to require that 
it be extracted. 

This is a very important 
precedent. It is, I think, a 
startling example of the extent 
to which societ's values have 
changed over a very short period 
of time. 

It also shows our determina- 
tion to establish a more humane 
set of values that places the 
needs of people ahead of com- 
meraial needs and the need to 
conquer it.

NEW DWARF LILAC 
ATTRACTIVE HEDGE 

For an attractive hedge, 
try the new dwarf lilac now 
available, in Ontario. This 
little plant will not only 
produce an attractive, distinc- 
tive hedge but will also serve 
as an effective addition to the s 
shrub border. 

Mauve panicles of flowers 
highlight the dark green 
foliage in May and June. Occ- 
asionally, a second bloom its 
produced, This compact round- 
shaped plant with small foliage 
grows toa height of about 4 
feet. 

The name of this lilac varies | 
in nursery catalogs; no one has 
yet been fully accepted. There- 
fore, before buying , identify 
this plant by the catalog dis 
description advise hortivulturists 
with the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture and Food. 


OVERWINTEREING 
GERANIUMS 

There are many ways to keep 
your geraniums alive over win- 
ter. Geraniums can be kept in 
an almost dormant state in a 
cool moist basement. If this is 
not possible. the simplest meth- 
od, say horticulturists with the 
Ontario Department of Agricul- 
ture and Food, is to take cuttings, 

Cut off young vigorous 
shoots about 2 or 3 inches long. 
Put them in a pot of clean sand 
and water well. Keep moisture 
in by placing a plastic bag over 
the pot. To speed u P rooting 
keep the pot in a warm place 
at about 75%. Leave the soil 
barely moist; if it is too wet, 
the cuttin will be more suscep- 
tible to disease. 

When the cuttings are 
well-rooted, re-pot them in a 
good well-drained soil. Give 
them as much light as possible. 
and pinch back to ensure bushy 
plants for next spring.

The decision wholly reversed 
U.S. Government policy which 
until now, as ennunciated even 
by Mr. Nixon himself, has been 
in favor of eliminating phosphates 
Phosphates, the officials contin- 
ved to admit, are killing many 
lakes and particularly the Great 
‘okes--they have aged Lake 
Erie 15,000 yeors in the last 
50 years--but they hod no pro- 
gram to offer except the possi- 
bility of building sewage treat- 
ment plants that would eliminate 
phosphates. This, however, would 
cost the U.S. federal Government 
$500-million, and was obviously 
something for the distant future. 

What makes the about-face 
so distru 
so disturbing is that it removes 
from the detergent industry its 
most powerfulincentive to pro- 
duce detergents that are safe for 
both humans and their environ- 

ment. This naturally delights the 
detergent industry--represento- 
tives of which were imediately 
vocal in their appreciation--but 
it means that the millions of dol- 
lars that were being spent on de- 
veloping safe detergents will now 
in the United States at least, 
probably not be spent. Most of 
business has not shown itself 
anxious to fight pollution, ex- 
cept when it is under Govern- 
ment compulsionto do so. 

The Canadian Government, 
which has not always shown it- 
self absolutely resolute in its 
battle against phosphates should 
not allow its policies to be 
further weakened by the US 
action. We know that phosphates 
are destroying the Lakes. A 
report prepared by the Internat- 
ional Lake Ontario-St. Lawrence 
River Water Pollution Board for thi 
the International Joint Commis- 
sion unequivocally linked the 
discharge of phosphorus with the 
accelerated eutrophication of 
the lower Great Lakes, and it 
blamed detergents for 67 per 
cent of all phosphates going out 
into the Lakes from municipal 
sources. 

Already, under the discipline 
of the Canadian law, detergent 
companies have met the 20 per 
cent level for phosphates in most 
of their products. Some detergents 
have been produced which use 
neither phosphates, NTA now 
caustic soda. If the industry is 
compelled to exert itself it an 
manage to produce products that 
will keep us clean without killing 
our envftonment. 

Canadians should bear in 
mind, too, that most of the in- 
itiatives for battling pollution 
of air or water--have beentaken 
on this side of the border. It is 
one area in which we do lead 
the United States. One reason 
may be that we were a less in- 
dustrially developed nation than 
the United States when the alarm 
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against pollution assumed real 


force and therefore confront 
less formidable industrial 


_©ppostion to anti-pollution 


measures. Another may be that 
the greatest concentration of 
Canodians is about the Great 
Lakes, where the damage is 
most visible, while the United 
States has many heavy concen- 
trations of population. 

Yet we leod, for whatever 
reason, and it is o kind of 
leadership which we should 
proudly pursue.

Members of the Fort Willaim 
Indian Band have received ap- 
proval to proceed with plans 
for a large scale winter resort 
development situated on their 
reserve. During a recent meet- 
ing with members of the Indian 
Band Council in Thunder Bay, 
Hon. Wm. A. Stewart, Ontario 


Minister of Agriculture and Food, 


announced that agreement had 
been reached between his Dep- 
artment and the Hon. Jean 
Marchand, Federal Minister of 
Regional Economic Expansion, 
whereby Financial assistance 
would be provided to the Band 
for this purpose. An official 
ceremony to announce the deve- 
opment project wat held on the 
Reserve on Thursday, September 
16, 1971 

The financial assistance am- 
ounts to an ARDA grant of 
$200,000. Under the terms of the 
current five-year Federal Pravin- 
cial Rural Development Agree- 
ment between Ottawa and 
Queen's Park, special projects 
for Indian developments qualify 
for 100% funding by the Federal 
authority, although the Fort 
William project was developed 
and encouraged by the ARDA 
Branch of the OntarioDepartment 
of Agriculture and Food, which 
administers the ARDA program 
in Ontario. 

The purpose of the project 

is to develop a source of con- 
tinueing revenue for the 388 
menbers of the Fort William 
Indian Band who reside on the 
14,000 acre reserve in the Dis- 
trict of Thunder Bay. The pro- 
posed facilities will be located 
entirely within the boundaries 
of the Reserve. It will involve 

the total community and provide 
yeor-round employment for Band 
members who will be trained to 
assume responsible postions. 

The Fort William Ski Club has 
in the past leased property from 
the Indian Band and established 
ul wide range of winter recrea- 
‘onal facilities. This lease has 
now expired and negotiations 
between the Ski Club and the 
Indian Band ahve proceeded to 
+1e point where o complete tran- 
sfer of the existing facilities to 
the Indian Band will be carried 
out. This agreement provides 
for the Band to purchase the 
lodge, equipment and facilities 
and with financial asistance and 
professional help from ARDA 
and the Department of Indain 
Affiars, to further expand ond 
develop this winter resort area. 

The total amount of the 
Project is just under $400,000 
with approximately half of this 
coming fromthe ARDA Adminis- 
tration and the remainder from 


the Band Council itself, although I 


9 substantial loan for capital

However, the reason for this 
reversal was not that phosphates 
were no longer held responsible 
for algae growths, but rather 
substitutes presented unaccept- 
able health risks to the consumer 
They were saying, that if you 
must persist in buying detergent 
then use a phosphate detergent 
because it presents a reduced 
health risk. Please Note: these 
agencies have not reversed their 
stand concerning the environ- 
mental hazards associated with 
phosphate detergents. However 
concerned and informed environ- 
mentalists know that the only 
ecological alternative to deter- 
gent, phospate or otherwise is 
pure soap flakes such as Ivory 
Snow. Remember pure soap 
flakes do not contain NTA or 
enzymes or arsenic or borax or 
other ecologically unsound 
odditives which all detergents 
contain to some degree.

The Ontario Water Resources 
Commission is responsible for 
implementing govenment policy 
in the financing, construction 
and operation of sewage and 
water works on behalf of muni- 
cipalities and has specific powers 
conferred upon it by the Legisla- 
ture in relation to design appro- 
val and also to determine the 
public interest in specific areas 
of enforcement, either absolutely 
or subject to the approval of the 
Minister of the Environment 
through whom the Commission 
reports to the Legistature. 

Construction fo Ontario's 
first water and sewage works 
(under the direction of OWRC) 
began in 1957 and by the end of 
that year 21 agreements had 
been signed with 18 municipal- 
ities with a total value of $? 
million. As of July 31, 1971 
nearly 30,000 certificates had 
been issued by the Commission 
and nearly $2.4 billion had beam 


and sewage treatment facilities. 
PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 

-Widespread mercury pollu- 
tion affecting certain species of 
fish has been virtually eliminated 
OWRC surveys discovered two 
industrial sources to be largely 
responsible for directly dischar- 
ging mercury to natural water- 
courses. These were the caustic 
and chlorine manufacturing plar 
plants and the pulp and paper 
mills.

-The OWRC has established 
a Recreational Lakes program to 
deal with pollution in recrea- 
tional waterways. Pollution in 
this context means anything that 
impairs public enjoyment of the 
recreational facilities provided 
by the water and the surrounding 
area. Impaired enjoyment might 
result from undesirable growth of 
aquatic weeds and algae, high 
turbidity, oil film, chemical 
pollution or the presence of 


| bacteria beyond acceptable levels 09d 9 population of about 


In an effort to prevent further 
pollution in that area, the OW 
RC has established an on-going 
correction of defective sewage 
disposal systems for the province's 
250 ,000 cottagers and recommend 
disposal systems for the provinc- 
es 250,000 cottagers and recom- 
mended policies, programs and 
legislation designed to provide 
satisfactory long-term manage- 
ment of recreational areas. To 
date, surveys have been con- 
ducted on more than 40 lakes 
throughout the province. 

- The Commission has 
implemented a municipal phos- 
phorus removal policy encom- 
passing the Lower Great Lokes 
as well as recreational and other 
areas of the province where al- 
gae control is a critical require- 
ment. More than 30 municipal- 
ities are presently involved in 
laboratory and full-scale phos- 
phorus removal studies. 

-A provincial ownership 
plan was introduced in 1964 to 
provide financial water and 
sewage works. To date a total 
of 330 such programs have been 
accepted by the Commission. 
The total provincial subsidy 
approved for the construction of 
new water and sewage works 
now totals $45.2 million. 
Projects may also be financed 
under an OWRC municipal 
agreement whereby funds ac= 
quired bythe municipality can 
be repaid over a 30 Year period 
Ownership of the facilities re- 
verts to the municipality when 
the debt hos been paid.

For 
services provided from these works, it is proposed to impose an 
estimated service rate of 96.1 cents per 1,000 gallons of water 
supplied to the municipality. 


The project will consist of the following new works: 

an’ 18-inch diameter intake extending approximately 800 
feet into the Bay of Quinte; 

-a water treatment plant having a nominal capacity of 670 
Igpm (or approximately .97 mgd) consisting of an up-flow 
clarifier, rapid sand filtration, low and high lift pumping , 
and chemical feed facilities. 

~a 12-inch diameter feeder main from the water treatment 
plant to connect to the Town's existing watermains. 


It is proposed to raise the necessary annual revenue for the 
services provided from the Provincial water works by a general 
flat rate increase of $101 for all unmetered water users, anda 
rate increase of 88 cents per 1,000 gallons for all metered 
commercial and industrial users of the system , together with a 
flat rate of $100 per hydrant charged against the Corporation of 
the Town of Deseronto and raised through general tax levies. 

Qn this basis, a home now having a basic annual water 
bill of $49.92 would have a basic annual water bill of $150.92 
after the Provincial works have been constructed. 


Any ratepayer may, within fourteen doys after the first 
publication of this notice send by prepaid post to the Clerk 
of the Town of Deseronto, at the address given below, a notice 
in writing stating his objection to such approval or to the 
imposition of the water rates.

A disillusioned professor 
once pointed to a shapely blonde 
ond remarked that she was no- 
thing but a well turned barrel 
of water with a sack of chemicals 
thrown in. This may not be the 
most delicate compliment ever 
paid to the fair sex,but one must 
give the old boy his due, his 
basic assumption was correct! 

All living things contain 
water, in fact except for the 
resting stages such as spores, 
and seeds ,the proportion of water 
in most organisms is more than 
50%. A good average figure is 
70% and some things such as 
water melon and cucumber are 
about 95% water. Water is an 
essential part of the stufff of 
life itself, the protoplasm. If 
the proportion of water present 
falls below the required level 
then the organism will die be- 
cause the chemical processes on 
which life depands can no long- 
er function. 

At first sight it may seem 
strange that such a common sub- 
stance should be so important to 
the sophisticated processes 
involved in living things, but | 
it is not really so. Life originated | 
in water, the first living things | 
were simply complex chemical 
solutions in the sea long ago. 


Although life has since evolved | 
into all the forms we know today 
the basic life processes still ‘ 
depend upon the old ancestral | 
solvent. Almost everything will | 
dissolve in water to some 
extent, and this ishow the nec- 
essary chemical mixtures could 
arise for the development of 
living protoplasm. 

As land animals we tend to 
view the watery world inbabited 
by so many creatures with a 
rather jaundiced eye. In ciolo- 
gical terms, however, water is 
a far more hospitable place to 
live than the dry land. It takes 
@ lot of heat to change the 
temperature of a body of water, 
and once it has warmed up it 
takes a long time to cool down. 
again. The aquatic world is not 
subject to the sudden changes 
of temperature that we experi- 
ence on land. The animals that 
live there only have to learn 
to cope with a small variation 


o yrerolonas Jor srarrona 
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fn temperature ; there are no 
sub=zero winter temperatures 
and no summer heat waves. In 
fact mony groups of animals 
tried life on land and then went 
back to the water at some later 
date. 

The scientific reasons for the 
hospitality of water to living 
things ore related to its rather | 
peculiar physical properties. 
Like most substances water exists 
in three states, as a solid liquid 
or as a gas. The solid form of 
water is ice. As we all know, 
ice floats on water. This is 
because the molecules in ice 
are arranged on a grid pattern 
ond ore relatively for apart. 

The regularity of the design can | 
be seen in snowflakes. In this 
state the spaces between indiy- | 
idual molecules are large, so 
ice is light. As the ice is warmed 
the bonds between the molecules 
in the lattice begin to break. | 


When a temperature of 4C is 
reached they have all broken 
and the molecules are packed 
together more tightly, like 
marbles in a bag. At this tem-p | 
perature water is at its heaviest 
or most dense condition. As the 
temperature climbs above 4C 
the molecules begin to vibrate 
more and take up more room.' 
Once again they become more | 
spaced out, though not in a | 
regular pattern, and the water 
becomes lighter or less dense. | 


The fact that water is most 
dense at 4C may not seem very 
important at first glance, but 
to the aquatic life of the colder 
Parts of the world it means the 
difference between certain death 
ond survival. As the water in a 
lake cools down in the fall 
there comes a time when the 
temperature of some of it reach- 
es 4C. This heavy water sinks 
to the bottom of the lake. As 
more cools to this temperature 
it too sinks. Soon all the water | 
in the lake is at 4C. As the air 
temperatures continue to fall 
the surface waters become cold- 
er thon 4C, but they are now 
lighter than the water below 
them, and so stay on the surface | 
until finally the ice forms. By 
the time a lake freezes, the 
water just below the ice is only | 
slightly above freezing point. 
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but the deep water retains a 
temperature of 4C all through 
the winter. Ice and snow pro- 
vide excellent insulation and 
prevent any further heat loss 
from the lake so that the animals 
and plants pass the winter at a 
comfortable temperature of 

4C. To us this seems terribly 
cold, but biologically speaking 
it is perfectly bearable and it 
certainly means the difference 
between empty lakes and rivers 
and fresh waters full of life to 
those of us who live in the less 
salubrious climates of the world.
